Civic Election, Oct. 13th School Board Adopt 

New Regulations 


Gordon Dunford, John M. Jenkins and Tony Coccio 
lone will contest for the two seats on Coleman Council next 
month as three nominations were entered for the two va¬ 
cancies. 

John Salus (incumbent) and Mrs. Helen Neddo were 
elected by acclamation to the Coleman School Board while 
Stu Murdoch (incumbent) returns to the Crowsnest Pass 
Municipal Hospital Board by acclamation. 


Coleman council at its meeting 
this week heard a report from 
Wayne Tizzard, engineer of Mc- 
Lellan, Underwood and Associates, 
that work on the installation of 
the sewer system was progressing 
favorably. Some slow down has 
been experienced due to a short¬ 
age pipe, inclement weather and 
some water problems. Meanwhile 
work is being pushed on the 
system’s disposal plant. 

Town administrator T. A. Coll- 
ister reported that a meeting with 
Bruce Ramsay and W. D. Ubister, 
representatives of the Department 
of Municipal Affairs and council¬ 
lors has been called for next 
week. The meeting is to deal main¬ 
ly with “ibebter methods of ad¬ 
ministration for the Crowsnest 
Pass district as a whole.” Prev¬ 
ious meeting with ’Pass councils 
on this matter were held in Mac- 
leod. Meetings with other councils 
have also been arranged by the 


government representatives. 

The town’s finance committee 
reported that the various depart¬ 
ments had almost reached their 
budgeted expenditure for this 
year. 

A new traffic by-laiw to embrace 
and consolidate the present by¬ 
law and new regulations is to be 
drawn up and presented to council 
for adoption. 

Arrangements are now in their 
final stages of completion provid¬ 
ing for the town of Coleman to 
take over the natural gas opera¬ 
tion from Bannister Construction 
who have been operating the 
system for the town since its in¬ 
stallation. Joe Beigun has been 
appointed gas man in charge of 
this utility. 

Notices are to be sent to lodal 
residents advising they must ob¬ 
tain a permit before installing 
their sewer systems. 


A new resolution regarding stu¬ 
dent credits at school was adopted 
by Coleman Board of Trustees at 
regular meeting this week. Par¬ 
ents of the school students are to 
be advised of the new regula¬ 
tion. 

The new regulation provides 
that except for those students who 
need grade twelve subjects only 
to complete matriculation or di¬ 
ploma requirements, all other 
high school students must take a 
minimum of 2 credits during the 
school year. If a student drops or 
is requested to discontinue a 
course during the school year, he 
or she will be asked to withdraw 
from school, if the minimum is 
then below 25 credits. Should a 
student not be able to get 25 
credits on the time table, he or 
she must on his or her own in¬ 
itiative and expense enroll in a 
sufficient number of correspond¬ 
ence courses to make up the re¬ 
quired 25 credits. 

The matter of students taking 
time off from school to go hunt¬ 
ing was also discussed by the 
board who agreed that any stu¬ 
dent following this practice would 
be expelled from school for a 3- 
day period. 

Night classes in industrial arts 
and home economics (dressmaking 
and fabrics) will be held in the 


Horace Allen School starting Oct. 
18. The courses will be taught by 
Ken Milner and Mrs. Ada Fort- 
unaso. The courses will be held 
every Monday night from 7 to 
10 p.m. and deadline for registra¬ 
tion has been set for Oct. 4. The 
courses will last for ten weeks 
and a fee of $10 per course is 
to be charged and paid in advance. 
Registrations are to be made with 
school secretary Mrs. Nora Gould- 
ing. 

The board accepted with regret 
the resignation of trustee John 
Owen who tendered his resigna¬ 
tion for health reasons. 

The resignation of janitoress, 
Mrs. Freda Taje was also accept¬ 
ed and applications for the posi¬ 
tion will be invited by the board. 

A1 Krywolt of Vets. Insurance 
was present regarding accident 
insurance for school students. The 
board decided that the fees charg¬ 
ed are to be collected by the 
agent at a desigated time and 
place. 

Principal of the schools, Horace 
Allan reported that the total en¬ 
rollment at the three Coleman 
Schools was 663 students to date. 
Mr. Allen also gave a resume 
of the organization of the teaching 
in the schools and the time tables 
that have been drawn up.

Trouble In England 

The socialists hove now been in power for

Lack of 
confidence comes from shortages and con¬ 
stantly rising prices. It's reported that con¬ 
sumption of beerand veal fell by 13 per cent 
in the first quarter of this year and lomb by 
7 per cent, while total meat consumption was 
down by 5 per cent. Scarcely the Utopia the 
socialists had pictured! 

It is ironic that here in Canada we are so 
tempted to adopt socialist schemes which 
could lead us into the very same difficulties.

Governments Are Inconsistent 

Manitoba's government boasts of the work 
it has done to beautify our beaches, but the 
boast is a hollow one, for it also does plenty 
to mar beauty, too. 

I know, because I have a cottage at one of 
the most beautiful little lakes in the prov¬ 
ince. One of our major problems is the ugli¬ 
ness created right close to our shores by the 
government gravel pit, a huge and gaping 
hole which belches dust all over the place. 

Our lake is one of the closest natural 
beauty spots for Winnipeg people. It can be 
reached in an hour or less of driving. The 
government should not be engaged in destroy¬ 
ing its natural beauty. 

The gravel pit is not the only complaint. 
Rules and regulations enforced by govern¬ 
ment inspectors have cost us a lovely public 
beach, because the owners couldn't afford to 
have a life guard on duty. Yet government 
beaches at lakes nearby are not obliged to 
have such life guards — at least they have 
not had them present on any occasion when 
I have visited them. 

Governments often wreck the landscape 
with the raw gulleys they create needlessly 
beside their highways. The eastern approach 
to Neepawa, in Manitoba, is a glaring ex¬ 
ample. Each spring it becomes a roaring wat¬ 
erway, eroding good top soil and wrecking 
bottom sand. And at the same time, it fills 
a lovely creek with silt. 

On balance, I sometimes think that as far 
as pur particular beauty spots are concerned, 
we'd be better off if the government were 
a thousand miles away.
